Somerville, N. J.. November 26.— 
Felix De Martini, private detective 
to Mrs. Frances Stevens Hall, today 
dared New Jersey justice by coming 
here to testify in her behalf in the 
trial of the widow and her brothe:s 
Willie and Henry Stevens. accused of 
the murder of the Rev. Edward W. 
- Hall and his sweetheart, Mrs. Eleanor 

Senator Alexander Simpson, special 
prosecutor, met the challenge by serv- 
ice of a warrant that was sworn out 
last October 2. In that document Di 
Martini is charged with being an ac- 
cessory after t:e fact in the murder of 
Mrs. Mills. 

Held in $3,000 Bond. 

He was arrested at 4 o'clock. just 
as court adjourned. Later, at an ar- 
raignment before Judge Frank L. 
Cleary, the detective was released in 
$3,000 bail pending a hearinz tomor- 
row. 

Mrs. Hall is expected to take the 
stand Saturday in her own defense. 
Her appearance had been planned for 
today, but the cross-examination of 
Di Martini by Senator Simpson forced 
a change in plans of the defense. 

Di Martini battled extradition to 
New Jersey for weeks, finaliy eluding 
the Hall prosecutor through a decision 
of the court of appeals, New York 
State’s highest tribuna?. 

Before the law closed upon Di Mar- 
tini he made a spectaculer appear- 
ance on the witness stand, under pro- 
tection of the court, evading assistants 
of the prosecutor. 

Simpson’s aides were waiting for 
Di Martini, as they knew the defe - 
would not close its case without pro- 
ducing him to deny the many charges 
of bribery, intimidation, and undue in- 
fluence made against him by state 
witnesses during the trial.

The Buckhead youth would have 
died in the chair Friday for his part 
in the slaying of Cheek, Peach- 
tree road grocer, bad it not. for 
an injunction staying execution that 
wus granted by Judge J, B, Park, cf 
the ulgee circuit. © 

Gore was sleeping at 9 

o’clock Friday night: w a Consti- 
tution reporter went to li him. 
He rou himself and answered a few 
questions, but seemed loath to dis- 
cuss any phase of his ease. He said. 
however, that he was “glad to: get 
back” to Fulton Tower, and expressed 
appreciation for his deliverance from 
death Friday. The condemned youth 
smiled as he encountered familiar per- 
sons among the jail attendants, upon 
his return. His cell is on the second 


oor. 

This was the second time that Gore 
has been brought back from Milledge- 
ville after being taken there to die. 
He was returned Friday by R. T. To- 
bert and J. F. Griffin. Fulton county 
deputies, who were to help in his elec- 
trocution. The injunction was granted 
at 10:30 o'clock Thursday night.

It was leatned that the act of Judge 
Park in granting the temporary order 
will give Gore about twenty more days 
to live in event the injunction is not 
made permanent or that there is no 
eommutation in his case. Under a re- 
eent decision of the supreme court it 
is required that a prisoner in Gore's 
status must be brought back to the 
court in which he was convicted to be 
resentenced. The new date of death 
must be not less than ten days and 
not more than twenty from the day 
of the resentencing. 

Gore’s plea for an injunction was 
based on the act which requires tne 
warden at the state penitentiary to 
serve as executioner. It was conternd- 
ed that Judze Dunaway is. superin- 
tendent of the state prison; and is not 
a warden. 

Minutes Show Appointment. 


Members of the prison commisvion 
said Judge Dunaway is superintendent 
of the prison and is also a warden, and 
is bonded as a warden. Minutes of 
meetings of the commission show that 
Judge Dunaway was named superin- 
tendent of the prison in 1922. At a 
later meeting, the minutes show that 
he was elected warden to succeed R. 
N. Etheridge. The commissioners 
stated that there is nothing in the law 
to prevent the superintendent of ‘the 
state farm and the warden from being 
the same person.

Canada. He has been denounced by 
Governor Brewster, a defeated rival 
for the nomination, who likened the 
candidate to a receiver of stolen goods. 
And now the Coolidge administration 
has withdrawn the light of its favor 
from the republican nominee. 

Jeopardize Congress Control, 

If all these circumstances should 
combine te defeat Mr. Gould on Mon- 
day, republican. control of the senate 
in the 70th congress would be serious- 
ly jeopardized, for the lineup in that 
event would be 48 democrats, 47 re- 


publicans and one tarmer-labor. For 
republican organization of the senate 
under such circumstances, it would be 
necessary for the regular republicans 
to get the two banished republicans, 
Brookhart, of Iowa, and Frazier, of 
North Dakota, back into the party 
fold, to hold all the other members 
of the La Follette group in line and

Coup d’Etat by Prince 
Carol Is Feared; Peas- 
ants and Part of Army 
Back Him. 

POLITICAL PARTIES 
READY TO FIGHT 


Premier and Ex-Presi- 
dent Head Organiza- 
tions That Will Resist 
Any Effort by Prince. 


London, November 26.—(4)—The 
Bucharest correspondent of the West- 
minster Gazette says Kipg Ferdinand, 
of Rumania, “is not expected to live 
until morning.” The digpatch, bear 
ing today’s (Friday’s) date, adds that 
blood congestion of the large intestine, 
due to cancer, is causing blood pois- 
oning. Bucharest is described as 
“awaiting a coup d'etat.” 


Daily Mail to Bucharest to investigate 
the condition of the king, telegraphs 
from Budapest that Ferdinand is 
desperately ill with cancer of the 
bowels, 

Solid Food Barred. 

Although this disorder causes con- 
stant pain, the correspondent says, 
the king is not bed-ridden but attends 
the family meals and maintains out- 
ward cheerfulness. He is not allowed 
to have solid food, his diet being con- 
fined exclusively to tea and weak 
broth. 

To what extent the grave reports 
of Ferdinand’s illness are true is not 
known here. While there are many 
conflicting versions, the dispatches to 
several London newspapers describe 
his condition as more serious than 
heretofore. ‘The special Mail corres- 
pondent declares that the official re- 
ports issued at Bucharest are unjusti- 
fiably sanguine. 

Ferdinand is said to be growing 
thinner. The attending surgeons have 
recommended an immediate dangerous 
operation, but this as well as the ex- 
amination by the Xpray,.

Wants te See Son 
The supreme. personal desire of the 
king, according to The Mail corres- 
ndent, is to see the former Crown 
rince Carol, He is said to be will- 


‘ing to rescind Carol’s renunciation of 


the throne if he shows signs of be- 
coming a worthy successor. In this 
connection, the correspondent adds, 
Carol has written to his father asking 
permission to visit him, but insisting 
that Princess Helen must leave Ru- 
mania. 

(Princess Helen, of Greece, became 
the wife of Carol after the annulment 
of his morganatic marriage to Zizi 
Lambrino. ) 

Various dispatches from Vienna, 
which have not been confirmed, re- 
porting a serious dynasty crisis in 
Rumania, declares that a section of 
the army and the peasant party, 
which is the largest group in parlia- 
ment, are supporting Carol “or suc- 
cession to the throne. There are 
even rumors from certain quarters 
which are not looked upon as abso- 
lutely reliable, of impending civil war. 
with the various parties. accumulating 
arms and ammusition for the conflict.

Chilly Blast 
Hits Atlanta 
Friday Night 


Peak of Cold Wave Expect- 
ed Sunday; Near-Freezing 
Temperature Predicted. 


On the heels of one of the warmest 
Thanksgiving weeks Atlanta has ex- 
perienced in many years, a cold wave 
hit Atlanta Friday night, riding on 
a stiff northwestern wind. 

Temperatures are not expected to 
go below the freezing point, according 
to the weather bureat. The cold spell 
probably will reach its peak Sunday. 
The Washington government forecast 
for Atlanta was “much colder.” 

Earlier predictions Friday heralded 
cold weather, but it was not looked 
for quite so soon. With the arrival of 
darkness Friday night, however, a 
northwest wind turned colder and 
blew harder, sweeping the city through- 
out the night with intensity. 

Clear weather, with strong north- 
west winds, will prevail in Atlanta for 
several days, according to the fore 
cast, and the mercury will go almost 
to the freezing point, reaching its low- 
est mark Sunday. Today temperatures 
are expected to be as low as 40 de-

Highway Board Declines 
To Take Action on Bibb 
County Request for Big 
Refund. | 


BIBB DELEGATION 
SEEKS $725,000 


Bids for Road Projects in 
Two Counties Rejected 
for Various Reasons. 


Contracts totaling $1,616,649.20 for 
road and bridge construction in 17 
Georgia counties, were awarded Friday 
Projects 
included more than 50 miles of perma- 
nent paving and 65 miles of top-soil 
and improved highways preparato7y 
to paving later. 

Bids on proposed construction in two 
o.her counties—Thomas and Columbia 
—which were to have been awarde.! 
at the meeting, were rejected and new 
bids called for. 

The board, in special] executive ses- 
sion Friday announced it could take 
ne action at this time on the claim 
presented by a Bibb county delegation, 
in which reimbursement of $725,000 
advanced for state-road construction 
there, was asked. R. L. McKenney, 
editor of the Macon News, and J. W. 
Estes, Bibb county attorney, were 
spokesmen for the delegation. 

Legality Admitted. 

While admitting the legality of the 
obligation, board members offered nv 
encouragement for immediate settle- 
ment, declaring that reimbursement 
bow necessarily would put a halt to 
the entire state’s paving program. 

‘Chairman Jobn N: Holder, of the 
state highway commission, in dix- 
cussing the claim of the Bibb county 
officials for reimbursement of $725,- 
000 expended by Bibb county in pav- 
ing state aid roads, declared that the 
highway law clearly states that coun- 
ties due refunds from the state on 
certificates of reimbursement cannot 
be paid this money until the estab- 
lished system of state aid roads is 
completed. 

When numerous Georgia counties 
went ahead in a progressive way and 
paved certain state aid roads through 
their counties and received certificates 
of reimbursement they did so with 
the express understanding and 
knowledge that these claims were not 
to be paid until the state system was 
completed. 

Must Complete Systens First. 


Chairman Holder said the state 
system amounted to 6,237 miles when 
the Bibb pavement was laid and said 
the legislature at its mst session 
added 800 miles of additional state 
aid roads, bringing the total mileage 
of the system up to 7,037 miles. He 
said the state is obligated to pay, 
under this plan, approximately $20,- 
000,000 to Georgia counties, but these 
counties will not and cannot Le paid 
until the present system is completed. 
He stated that any attempt to pay 
these counties now would halt the en- 
tire state road building plan for an

It is, however, 
very clear that the present form of 
American criminal law and procedure, 
cumbrous, archaic and loopholed as it 
is, contributes very largely to a state 
of affairs that can only be regretted 
by your friends as wel] as your- 
selves. 

British justice is so universally and 
rightly admired that 1 make no ex- 
cuse for drawing attention to some 
of its characteristics; not, indeed, 
from any motives of racial prejudice 
or conceit, but as an illustration- i 
what is possible in a nation of 4 
000,000 people, and as some explana- 
tion of the fact that the whole coun- 
try is guilty of but a fraction of the 
annual number of murders that are 
committed in many single American 
cities. In my country we have . the 
advantages of x homogeneous popula- 
tion: the racial] diversity of this coun- 
try is a heavy handicap; the. British 
people are essentially law-abiding, 
while there is no doubt that. the 
American policeman has to work in an 
atmosphere that is more often hostile 
than not. But these factors, impor- 
tant as they are, have nothing what- 
ever to do with the law itself, its 
form, its application and the adminis- 
tration of punishment. 


No Political Taint. 


First and foremost, with us, politics 
are polities, probably no better and 
certainly no worse than those of other 
countries; but the law is the law— 
it is also something suspiciously 
like justice—and not the remotest po- 
litical taint enters therein. The whole 
of the judiciary is appointed, and in 
this connection it must be said that 
no political party has so far aceu 
any other with juggling with such 
appointments. The accusation would 
be made speedily enough if there were 
even the slizhtest imaginable basis. 
In consequerce, no judge, in trying 
a case, has even the vestige of tempta.

At once he entered journalism 
on the staff of the Lincoln Daily 
News, and since has edited several of 
the leading prohibition journals of 
the country. 

For half a dozen years. he was a 
especial officer of the United States 
Indian service to keep liquors away 
from the wards of the nation. and no 
half-dozen men have ever done the 
job as effectually. In the past seven

The evidence introduced today show- 
ed. that Pearson maintained, even 
after the book was publicly denounc- 
ed, that he had produced a bona fide 
statement made: by Sir Rennell Rodd 
which declared: the originals of the 
diary had been! returned to him and 
its contents would not be disclosed 
until twenty-five years after his (Sir 
Rennell’s) denth. Later, Pearson 
stated, Sir Rernell had asked him to 
witlhidraw the book. Thereupon the 
publishers, apparently for the first 
time, visited Sir Rennell and discover- 
ed they had been tricked. Sir Rennell 
will be called as a witness at a fur- 
ther hearing on December 4. Pearson 
was released in £1,000 bail.

Ritchie’s Chicago Speech 
To Democrats Regarded 


As Open Bid tor Presidency 


Listeners Describe Ad- 
dress as Effort To Seek 
Nomination on Anti- 
Prohibition Plank. 


Chicago, Tl]l.. November 26.—Gov- 
ernor Albert Cabell Ritchie, of Mary- 
land, one of the foremost democratic 
possibilities for the presidency i: 1928, 
propounded his states rights doctrines 
today before a crowd of Chicago demo- 
crats in a manner that made them 
attech full sigificance to his words 
and regard them as a straightforward 
bid for the nomination as an uncom- 
promising opponent ef national pro- 
hibition. 

Speaking as a luncheon guest of 
the Iroquois club, the Maryland gov- 
ernor assailed “excessive federalism 
that is fast destroying the American 
system of sovereign states” by its in- 
terference in private business, its ef- 
forts to standardize education and 
regulate child labor and by attempt- 
ing to*regulate personal habits by 
statutory prohibition. 

“Prohibition,” he said, “is an irre- 
pressible national issue that both the 
democratic and republican parties 
must face honestly and fearlessly. 
The party that fails to do that de- 
serves defeat and will be defeated.”

BUT WILL REOPEN

WOMAN ON DEATH

Mdidstone, England. November 26.

As the advocate read one letter in 
which Smith told his wife that she had 
given him a glimpse of heaven and 
then appealed to her not to throw 
him a life belt only “to withdraw it 
at the last gasp,” the woman juror 
gave way to an emotional outburst. 
She leaned back in her. chair and, as 
tears streamed from her eyes, moaned 
agonizingly. 

After relating how a quarrel had 
arisen between them at a wappes party 
jn the Smith villa, “Stella Maria,’ the 
defendant said: 

“I never touched the trigger. If it 
was pulled, it must have been in the 
struggle. I had ‘he intention of shoot- 


ing myself all day, but I never intended 
to shoot Derham.”

Later he declared that Derham had 
struck him either at the instant that 
the revolver went off, or just before, 
to demonstrate how the weapon might 
have been fired in the struggle between 
the two men, a sham wrestling boat 
was held under the direction of a re 
volver expert.
